SEED SOWING AND EARLY. CARE 
OF VEGETABLES 

The time of sowjng the seed and the 
early care of vegetables are. very jm- 
portant factors in the successful grow- 
ing of them. The seed of somé. kinds 
of vegetables will-germiinate at a tem- 
rature and under certajn conitions of 
mojsture at which other seeds ‘will not 
erminate and will sometimes rot. 

(Seeds of ‘beets, carrots, lettuce, on- 
jons, parsnips, peas, radjshes, garden 
cress, salsify, spjnach, parsley and leek 
can be sown as soon as the ground is 
‘ary “note th’ ‘the spre” “go that at 
will work well, The seeds germinate 
at relatively low temperatures and ‘the 
plant will .stand considerable frost 
without serjous injury. Other vege- 
tabledAsuch as cabbage, cauliflower and 
@/jcelery will also stand frost but these

The yield of potatoes throughout Cat: 
ada would be very much jncreased if 


‘of 
disease. While the variety used is im- 
portant, the quality of the ‘seed often 
makes much more djfference in the 
yield than the variety. 

Seed potatoes from a crop which 
grew vigourously until the tops wére 
cut down ‘by frost in autumn usually 
gve much better returns than those 
from a crop where the tops dnjed up 
in\the middle of summer. There are 
parts of Canada where the former con- 
ditjons obtain, as a rule, aid it is from 
such places that the most vigorous 
seed jin usually obtained. 

In 1918 the best seed of the Green 
Mountain potato yielded at the rate of 
387 bushels per acre while the poorest 
seed yielded only 57 bushels per acre 
at Ottawa, In the case of Irish Cobbler 
vielded at the rate o? 
616 bushels per acre while poor seed
